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SUMMARY: PRESIDENT KOREAN ATOMIC ENERGY RESEARCH INSTITUTE 
YOON YOUNG-KU, AT HIS INITIATIVE, REVIEWED WITH 
AMBASSADOR SEPTEMBER 1 1 ROKG POSITION ON FRENCH NUCLEAR 
PROCESSING PLANT. YOON ELABORATED UPON RATIONALE IN 
REFS A AND B, ACKNOWLEDGING FAILURE OF COMMUNICATIONS WITH 
US AND PROPOSING POSSIBILITY OF CLOSER COOPERATION WITH 
US IN THE FUTURE. END SUMMARY. 

1. DURING EXTENDED SESSION SEPTEMBER 11, YOON REVIEWED 
HISTORY OF ROKG CONSIDERATION OF NUCLEAR REPROCESSING 
AND RATIONALE FOR PURCHASE OF FRENCH REPORCESSING 
PLANT. HE PROVIDED DETAILS OF EFFORTS SINCE 1972 TO 
ELICIT US GOVERNMENT AND PRIVATE INTEREST IN ROKG PRO- 
POSALS WITHOUT SUCCESS. HE ACKNOWLEDGED THAT ROKG SHOULD 
HAVE BEEN MORE ASSIDUOUS IN PURSUING USG VIEWS AT HIGHER 
LEVELS, BUT POINTED OUT THAT EVEN EFFORTS TO ELICIT 
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WITHIN EMBASSY. YOON ALSO QUITE FRANKLY RECOGNIZED 
THAT US SUSPICIONS RE ROKG INTENTIONS ENGENDERED BY 
STATEMENTS AND SOME ACTIVITIES IN ADD (AGENCY FOR DEFENSE 
DEVELOPMENT. 

2. AT PRESENT TIME YOON SAID THERE ARE TWO 

VYING SCHOOLS OF THOUGHT WITHIN ROKG WITH RESPECT TO 
FUTURE NUCLEAR ENERGY PROGRAM. HE, MINISTER CHOI AND 
OTHERS TRAINED IN US ARE ARGUING FOR CLOSER COOPERATION 
WITH USG. OPPOSING VIEW IS TO RELY PRIMARILY ON THIRD 
COUNTRY SUPPORT AND THIS VIEWPOINT HAD BROAD INFLUENCE 
ON REPORCESSING DECISION WHEN EFFORTS APPROACH US WERE 
NOT RESPONDED TO. BOTH GROUPS SHARE CONSIDERABLE BITTERNESS, 
ACCORDING TO YOON, REGARDING PREFERENTIAL TREATMENT 
ACCORDED IAPAN IN REPORCESSING AREA. THEY ARE FULLY 
KNOWLEDGEABLE REGARDING JAPANESE REPORCESSING ACTIVITIES 
AND BITTER THAT THESE ACTIVITIES HAVE NOT ENGENDERED ANY 
COMPARABLE US APPROACH REGARDING US-SUPPORT FOR NUCLEAR 
POWER PLANTS. 

3. YOON URGED EFFORTS TO REACH COMPROMISE ON PURCHASE 
OF FRENCH REPROCESSING FACILITY ALONG LINES ALREADY OUT- 
LINED REFS A AND B. HE PROPOSED MUCH CLOSER COOPERATION 
IN FUTURE, INCLUDING REVIEW WITH US EXPERTS ON SAFE- 
GUARDING PROCEDURES FOR REPORCESSING AND COOPERATION ON 
ESTABLISHMENT OF REGIONAL FUEL REPORCESSING CENTERS. 

4. YOON'S VIEWS ARE SUMMARIZED IN LETTER SENT AMBASSADOR 
SUBSEQUENTLY ON SEPTEMBER 1 1 AND BEING SENT SEPTEL. 

5. AMBASSADOR REVIEWED WITH YOON BASIS FOR US POSITION 
AS SET FORTH REF C. 
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
